SWITZERLAND - 10,000 deacnstrate 
across the country, on the 26th. 
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JAPAN - sizeable deaonstrations in 3 
Japanese cities, protesting Japan's 
financial support for the war. 

WASHINGTON D.C. - 250,000 peopie 
attend a national arch on the 
capital, on the 26th. A saaller 
group marched past the F.B.I 
building, Justice & Treasury Dept. & 
the Worid Bank. The buildings were 
spraypainted & suffered broken 
windows. A stick of dynamite vas 
thrown through the window of the 
World Bank, tarqeted as a aajor 
source of Third World suffering; 
there were no injuries. 


SAN FRANCISCO - 75 000 aarch on the 
26tn., to coincide with the aarch 
in Washington. Eariier that week 
the Golden Gate bridge vas shutdown 
severai times, by thousands of 
protestors. 1200 arrests vere aade 
for various charges, such as civil 
discdeidence, the day after the 
U.S. bombed Saqhdad. 


VANCOUVER - 10 000 people march 
through the streets; others atteact 
to occupy a recruiting office & are 
aet by riot police, on the Z6th.

Bast Timor 

cast Timor is a former French 
caiany, iacated off the East Coast 
of inoonesia. The nation gained 
independence in the eariy 1970's 
and enjoyed sovereignty until, it 
was invaded oy indonesia in 1975. 
tittie attention was qiven by 
western media, ta this fora af 
‘naked’ aggression. 

indonesia launched an all out 
attack on the populated rural areas 
af East Timor. They used low-fiving 
that dropped tons of phosphorous 
bombs and napaia, upon the people. 
These who survived, were herded 
Into concentration camps, where 
100,000 starved to death. 

it vas aot until 
after the invasion, that Inter- 
nationai relief agencies were 
allowed access to the East Tiaorese 
peopie. The death toll to date is 
estimated at least 200,000 people, 
which represents one third the 
dopulation. 

At first Canada abstained froa 
voting on UN resolutions, for an 
indonesian withdrawl from East 
Timor. Canada now actively votes 
acainst UK proposals, that call 
for a witndrawi. Here in Canada, we 
near little about this cansistent 
and flagrant abuse of human rights, 
that continue to this day; even 
thougn indonesia is our iargest, 
fan-Coamanwealth trading partner 
atter tne U5. 

Canada is asong the top five 
foreign investors in the area. 
This inciudes 300 Canadian coapanies 
who actively exploit the people for 
their cheap, non-unionized labour. 
Canada aiso takes an active

in recent weeks many of us 
nave osen exposed ta tne idea 
that Canadian invoivement in the 
Persian Sulf, viil sark an end ta 
our role as ‘Peace Maker’, in the 
woriad. It is alar@ing to see how 
quickly we forget the events in Oka 
and Kahnavake, this suaser. Perhaps 
we need to refresh our gemories, to 
disspeii this ‘ayth’. 

The ailitary siege on the 
Mohawk Nation, vas described by the 
internationai Huaan Rights observers 
as appalling. this dest describes 
the 5.@.(Suret du Quebec) anc 
Canadian Aray's attack on the Mohawk 
people. The brutality of their 
occupation came to a climax when the 
stand-off finally ended, on Sept- 
ember 26th. 

This began when the aray oroke 
their promise to permit a deieqation 
of 6 including Z lawyers and 
2 clerayaen, to enter the jreatment 
Centre, where the last qroup of 
Mohawk people were heid up. The 


deieqation, vere to brief the people:

Aaid the confusion of ieaving 
the Treatment Centre, the Mohawk 
people vere confronted by scidiers,

Despite aray promises, 4 Mohawk 


gen were handed over to the $5.0. 
These men vere taken to a barn, in 
the Quebec countryside. Away fros 
the camera's eye, the aen vere 
beaten vith telephone books, and 
burnt with the ends of cigarettes. 


vas wrestied: 


The remaining Mohawk people, 

included aen, women, and 
children, were taken to Farnham. 
The aen and vomen went through 7 
days of intense interrogation. 

The aen were put through a 
military type interrogation, 
without the opresense of their 
lawyers. They were kicked and 
beaten, soidiers pointed guns to 
their heads and pulled the triqaers. 
The Mohawk men had no idea, whether 
the quns were ioaded ar not. 

In light of all that has 
happened through the events 
of this suamer, it would be inter- 
esting to see how the Mohawk peopie 
feel about Canada's role as 'Feace 
Maker’, in the world. i

have neen arrested. 


Cases have accured where 
non-Indian residence nave been 
pulied over by the 5.0., after 


purchasing gasoline from stations on 
the reserve. the officiers have told 
the people to bring their business 
elsewhere. 

The Mohawk comaunity is facea 
with costs of $486 200 for the 


legal defence of their people. 4 
Hohawk aen (Dennis Nicholas, 
Ronald Cross, Roger Lazore and 
Gordon Lazore), are still in jail: 


for their involvement this summer. 
The costs will continue to rise as 
the trials continue. Some lawyers 
have been forced to quit, due to 


lack of funds.

The Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA), has 
recentiy set up a prograa to aid 
East Timor; however aii funds where 
given directly to the Indonesian 
governaent. This same qovernaent 
has pians to resettie the East 
iigerese peopie, with Indonesian 
settiers. In the period fro 1387 
to 1991, Canadian aid to indonesia 
is expected ta reach 450 aillion 
doiiars. 

is this the type of internat- 
ional peace keeping that ve have - 
credited Canada vith for the past 
forty years? Canada has consistent- 
ly alized itself with genocidal 
reqiges, such as this one, for the 
sole purpose of expanding its global 
marketplace to increase economic 
growth. This aspect of Canadian 
policy has been virtuaily ignored. 

As ve now point our fingers at 
other countries like Iraq, we should 


step back and take a iook at how 
peaceful Canadian policy has 
actually been in the last forty 
years.
